Maryland, Colorado and Minnesota, 
where elections of the repeal ques- 
tion were being held Tuesday. 


Prohibitionists, disputing the ground, 


kept on fighting for their cause. 


Maine, which passed a state prohi- 


bition law in 1851, voted 
Monday 


about 2 to 1 for the proposed 21st 
amendment, becoming the 26th state 
to join the repeal column. 


The latest tabulations from Mon- 


day's voting in Maine, showed Tues- 
day that the state gave for repeal 
113,000 votes ns compared to 52,000 
against repeal. 


Texas Vote 


AUSTIN—(#>)—Texas voted a ma- 


jority of about 112,000 for repeal of 
national prohibition, according to un- 
official figures compiled in the sec- 
retary of slate's office Monday, as 
the official canvassing board reviewed 
the returns. 


There were a little more than 500,000 


votes marked in the special election 
of August 28, when repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment and four pro- 
posed ur^undincnU to J>o state con- 
stitution were submitted. 


The proposal o issue $20,000,000 in 


bonds for unemployment relief was 
given the largest majority of any 
proposition. It went over by - a ma- 
jority of 161,000. The proposal to legal- 
ize the manufacture and sale of 3.2 
per cent ber was favored by a major- 
ity of 129,000 votes.

federal aid.

county relief commission, which were 
rccivcd here Monday slated that "Any 
school district in the slate of Arkan- 
sas which has insufficient funds to 
carry on normal 
operations 
with 


complete teacher personnel up to and 
including thc eighth grade and any 
school district in thc state which by 
menus of insufficient revenue is un- 
able to operate ils schools at all may 
make application to the Stale Emer- 
gency Commission for teacher relief 
assignment in amounts adequate to 
permit teacher operation on a normal 
basis for thc full standard school op- 
eration period." 


Upon this information Hope's pub- 


lic .schools have applied for federal 
aid for teachers "up to and including 
the eighth grade." 


The application for funds was for- 


warded by the school board of Hope 
Tuesday afternoon ta the Division of 
Research and Statistics of the state 
emergency relief administration. 


Just how long it will take the state 


commission- to pass on the application 
is undetermined, school offiicals said. 
As soon as relief funds are granted, 
however, schools of Hope will open 
immediately.

committed. 


San Diego had had a murder which 


drew a lot of public attention, as 
murders sometimes do. This youth, 
desiring a taste of notoriety, went to 
the police and confessed. In a short 
time the police proved that he didn't 
know what he was talking about; but 
instead of slapping his wrist and turn- 
ing him loose they charged him with 
obstructing justice, and now he will 
have a whole year in which to medi- 
tate on his fo|Iy. 


Here is a step which might profit- 


ably be followed in all such cases. 
Every unsolved murder brings "con- 
fessions" from notortety-seekers, and 
they are a tremendous nuisance to the 
authorities. It is a safe bet that the 
nuisance would be considerably abated 
if a good stiff jail sentence were the 
price of each bogus confession.

BROWNSVILLE, Texas— 


(/P)—Discovery of five more 
bodies had 
increased to 29 


Tuesday the number of fatal- 
ities caused by a tropical hur- 
ricane which swept the lower 
Rio Grande valley and adja- 
cent gulf coast last week. 


Four unidentified Mexicans were 


found crushed to death in the ruins 
of a shack. The body of "Uncle Jim" 
Sumncrs, veteran fisherman drowned 
in the storm, drifted ashore at Red 
Fish bay. 


Flood waters which coursed down 


the Rio Grande after the violent wind 
and rain storm continued to menace 
the valley, but except for a break in 
the Willacy county flood-way levee 
near Raymondville, the flood control 
works were withstanding the battering 
of the swollen border tsrcarn. 


.Two hundred men struggled to bol- 


ster the ruptured levee and prevent 
inundation of several hundred acres 
of farm land in Willacy county. Sand 
bags were dumped in the breach to 
check the flow. 


Water in the floodway, draining 


overflow waters from the Rio Grande 
proper, was six inches higher than 
during the flood last fall which put 
130,000 acres under water. 


The crest of the flood had passed 


Mission and uprivcr the river was 
falling steadily. The river's stage had 
dropped to around 23 feet' at Hidalgo. 
It reached a peak of 25.2 feet there 
Sunday. 


Much water was flowing over low- 


lying lands on the Mexican side of 
the river. The floodways were car- 
rying away a 
tremendous volume, 


causing the stage at Brownsville to 
fall slowly.

at 6:30 p. in. 


Rorex is a 
former 
representative 


from Johnson county and was prose- 
cuting attorney for that district. He 
is a fomcr member of the state lax 
commission. 


Hays, who formcly lived at Rus- 


scllville, is a former assistant attor- 
ney general and twice was a candi- 
date for governor. Terry is a com- 
paratively newcomer to state politics.

Salary Reduction Being 


Continued in Almost 


Every Community

"Save the schools from economic 


blight." That is the desire of educa- 
tors throughout the United States as 
shown in a survey by The Associat- 
ed Press. 


Two paarmount problems faced by 


thousands of school officials as thc 
fall term opens this year arise from an 
increased number of students and a 
reduced income. 


Meeting this problem, thc officials 


are reducing the number of teachers, 
cutting 
salaries, shortening 
school 


terms, and looking to special assist- 
ance from stales. At thc same time 
conslruction activity is being hailed 
to conserve cash. 


Educators say they are not under- 


estimating the ill effect of these emer- 
gency measures and eforts are being 
made to bring the schools back to a 
normal basis. 


NRA Codes Have Effect 


Combined in boosting enrollments 


are natural population increases and 
the return of a greater number of old- 
er children to school under thc im- 
pulse of child labor clauses in NRA 
codes. 


Budgets last year were under 1929, 


and indications for this year show 
further reductions. 
Montana spent 


more than $14,000,000 in 1929 and about 
$10,000,000 last year, with estimates for 
this year 
"sharply lower." Several 


slates, including Arizona and West 
Virginia, execute'! sweeping changes 
to effect economics in operation. 


Instructing tre increased number of 


children—approximately 350,000 more 
than last session—will 
be between 


15,000 and 18,000 fewer tcacrers this 
year than hist, when there was a 
greater number than in 1929.. Reor- 
ganization of systems and outright re- 
ductions in staffs caused total cuts. 


Salary Reductions Continued 


Salary reductions arc being contin- 


ued in almost every community. Most 
popular with school officials are 10 
and 15 per cunt tuts, many of them 
labeled "permissive" or "voluntary," 
indicating the temporary nature of the 
retrenchment plans. 


Instances are reported where leng- 


thened school terms depend entirely 
on the amount of salary reductions. 
Last year in one 
section 
teachers 


worked for board and room only, but 
this condition is not reported for the 
coining year. 


Money is being saved through re- 


duced school terms. Some states arc 
fixing a limit on the term and others 
arc planning to operate as long as 
there is money in the treasury. Mich- 
igan, Wisconsin and Nevada are among 
those reporting curtailed terms, and 
in North Carolina the state is guar- 
anteeing an eight-month term. New 
York and most New England states 
report some term decreases, but the 
problem will not be so acute this year 
as lust, it is indicated. 


Construction Limited 


States aro limiting construction ac- 


tivity where money spent on building 
must be taken from operating bud- 
gets, but almost all districts arc plan- 
ning broad construction programs with 
state aid and grants of loans from tre 
Public Works Administration in Wash- 
ington.

SIMMESPORT, La.—(/P)— 


Suprred by finding the body 
qf a bloodhound with its head 
crushed by a rock, officers 
Tuesday began closing in on a 
weeded section along the Mis- 
sissippi levee in the belief that 
three of eleven convicts who 
escaped from the state penal 
farm Sunday at the cost of 
three lives and 12 wounded, 
were hiding there. 


The convicts, heavily armed with 


weapons seized from the prison arm- 
ory, were descirbed as desperate char- 
acters ready to battle to death. 


While the convicts were 
fleeing 


through canebrcaks and swamps the 
wife of one of them was arrested in 
ew Orleans on suspicion of having 
smuggled weapons to the prisoners. 


Thc woman, Marian Russell, 21 year 


old wife of James Russell, admitted 
visiting her husband at the prison two 
weeks ago. 
' New Orleans police announced Tues- 
day afternoon that she had confessed 
smuggling a pistol to her husband, 
James Russell. 


Some of thc convicts were believed 


hidden in the dense swamps of Con- 
cordia parish, where it is possible for 
them to live indefinitely. 


The prisoners, armed with smuggled 


rifles and shotguns interrupted a Sun- 
day bascbnll game with an attempt 
to abduct Captain John A. Singleton. 
When Singleton refused to accompany 
the mutineers, he was wounded. 


Holding the crowd back the riot- 


ers shot and killed J. W. Fletcher, 
camp foreman, and 
Arnold 
Davis, 


trusty guard, seized rifles and am- 
muntiion from the prison 
armory, 


piled into a visitor's automobile and 
drove through the main gate. 


As they sped through the gate their 


car was struck by rifle fire from the 
direction of the prison commissary, 
and Bill Stone, 28, one of the escap- 
ing convicts, was killed. His body and 
the automobile were found several 
hours later. 


Have Arkansas Records 


CAMDEN, Ark.—Two of the leaders 


in thc escape from the Louisiana pris- 
on farm at Angola Sunday, Charley 
Frazier, aged 37, facing life sentences 
in three states for murder and bank 
robbers, and Walter (Heinie) Hender- 
son 46, bank robber, arc well known 
to Ouachita county officers. 


Frazier, a furloughed Arkansas con- 


vict, was in the Ouachita county jail 
hero a short time in 1925, when he led 
one of his numerous jail breaks. Ho 
was arrested in thc oil fields for Texas 
officers when J. 
B. Newton was 


sheriff. He had been in jail here only 
a short lime when he sawed his way 
out along with "Scarfacc" Harvey. 


Governor Parncll granted a 10-day 


furlough to Frazier last Christmas and 
within a few days he had robbed a 
bank at Plaindculing, La. He never 
returned to the Arkansas prison farm, 
being captured in Louisiana follow- 
ing a thrilling chase.

Close inspection re- 
vealed that the weapon was loaded 
with five cartridges, one of which was 
a trifle too long and would have jam- 
med the chamber when an attempt 
was made to use it.

LITTLE ROCK—(IP)—The state debt 


board Monday practically abandoned 
any hope of refunding approximately 
$350,000 of indebtedness against the 
slate penitentiary after it was found 
there was no way to pay the expenses 
of issuing refunding bonds and adver- 
tising for submission of outstanding 
obligations to the state. 


The Ifl3li regular legislative session 


provided through act 246 for refund- 
ing the penitentiary's indebtedness, 
but made no uppropiration with which 
to curry out the terms of the act. 


The debt board, with all members 


present including Governor Futrell us 
ex-officio chairman, decided it could 
take no further action unless an ap- 
propriation for necessary expenses i^ 
mude. This must awuit u future ses- 
sion of the legislature. 


A meeting of the board was called 


for next Monday to lay plans for re- 
funding the indebtedness, against the 
it a to general revenue fund. The leg- 
islature provided for issuance of short 
term notes to fund thi.s indebtedness, 
the bonds to be retired out of a sink- 
ing fund into which is paid monthly

of thc appropriations

around a schedule of suggested pripes 
which accompanies it. Both Gover- 
nor Tulmudgc of Georgia and Gov- 
ernor Blackwood of South Carolina 
have protestedi that the

prices would double the cost of gin- 
ning to farm Irs.

some situation, however, he told news- 
papermen that within the next day or 
two he would announce plans for 
ending violations of codes an dagree- 
mcnts by employers who display the 
blue eagle. 


At the agricultural adjustment ad- 


ministration, meanwhile, George N. 
Peek, the director, gave 
emphatic: 


warning that he intended to ''safe- 
guard the farm recovery program 
from being jeopardized by unreason-, 
able prices to thc consumer."

Referring specifically to charges of 


profiteering within the textile indus- 
try, the first group to come under an 
NRA code, Peek said in statement 
that he and his associates "had a keen 
interest in searching out and pre- 
venting 
unjustifiable 
increases on 


manufactured products." 


This declaration by Peek was sup- 


plemented by a statement by Fred C. 
Howe, consumer's counsel for the ag- 
ricultural administration, that manu- 
facturers and dealers "who represent 
an unjustifiable share of increased 
prices for cotton goods as due to the 
cotton processing tax are exposing 
themselves to prosecution." 


Curb Profiteering 


Peek and Johnson, who are-old bus- 


iness associates, have been Coordinat- 
ing their programs as closely as pos- 
sible, but there are no indication 
whether their present moves to ob- 
tain compliance with thc spirit of the 
agreements by employers were plan- 
ned jointly. 


Johnson declined to elaborate with 


regard to his plans 
for proceeding 


against employers who avoid taking on 
more employes. 


At the White House during the day 


President Roosevelt and his financial 
advisers canvassed carefully the credit 
situation of industry and agriculture, 
but no statement of results was made. 


There were indications that Mr,

The dove shooting season opened 


September 1 and will continue to De- 
cember 15, but the new federal migra- 
tory bird regulations provide that 
doves may not be shot within 100 yards 
of any bate darea. The bag limit is 
18 per day. 


A hunting license is required for
